It is assumed in many quar- 
ters that the British did their part 
by guaranteeing larger protection in 
waters close to the British isles. 


If the Germans continue to sink 


British ships at the rate of 5,000,- 
COO tons a year, as they nuw seem 
to be doing, it is apparent to ship- 
ping experts here that (1) the 2,000,- 
Uit'-ton shipping pool, (2) our oil tunk- 
er shuttle service from South Amer- 
ica, (.')) this year's million tons of 
new British shipping, (4) the Amer- 
ican Atlantic patrol and (5) a tight- 
er British convoy system all add up 
to one aim. That is to keep the ef- 
fiency of the British merchant fleet 
where it is for 1941—the year of the 
Battle of the Atlantic.

miltcd, than to study. He 
studied 


enough, however, to keep up, and 
spent his spare time drawing. 


At high school the arl course was 


not sufficiently

him so he took courses in cartooning 
by mail and used his fellow sludenls 
as models. They did nol resent it 
Chic was a likeable fellow and his 
sketches— especially, privalely circu- 
laled lampoons of Ihe facully— lighlcn- 
ed Ihe tedium of study. His "chalk 
talks" were a high light of the Liter- 
ary Society meelings, even though 
not exaclly literary. The society mel 
once a week and members were call- 
ed on lo perform— read something, re- 
cile a poem or orate. Chic drew "cari- 
catures on (lie blackboard and always 
received an encore. 


He was a member of the high school 


annual, "The Carnalion," in his laler 
years Ihere and provided bolh cover 
designs and comic sketches. On one 
occasion he laid out a full page of 
cartoons, bul pasted heads from acl- 
ual photographs of studenls on his 
sketches. There were protests 
from 


some of his victims, but the majority 
thought them funny, with no harm 
intended, so the outcome was not as 
unpleasant as was threatened. 


It was at High school thai he was 


given Ihe nickname of "Chic". Jusl 
why is one of Ihose schoolboy enig- 
mas, 
but it suited him well. "Chic" 


was a funloving, quizzical youth, with 
a sense of humor sometimes discon- 
certing to teachers, ready to fight 
as well as play, but able to make 
close friends, most of which he has 
kept. 


He is a hard person to interview 


about himself, for he is, and always 
was, inclined lo give facetious answ- 
ers. His favorite poet, he recently as- 
serted is "Molhcr Goose." He said 
his firsl job was when his mother 
made him wash his own milk bot- 
lles, and when asked about his pet 
superstition he said: 


"I won't walk under a ladder when 


a painter is falling."

Tries to Quit, 
Given Release, 
Hired as Coach 


CHICAGO —(IP)— 
The 
inimitable 


Dizzy Dean tried to quit 
baseball 


Wednesday but wound up by moving 
from the Chicago Cubs' bench to the 
club's coaching lines—at double pay. 


In a surprise move which climaxed 


a day of Dean developments and ac- 
tually left the once-great pitcher mo- 
mentarily speechless, the Cubs refus- 
ed Dean's request for voluntary re- 
tirement, gave him his unconditional 
release and signed him as a coach- 
ing aide to Manager Jimmy Wilson. 


"Boy, has this club been good to 


me," said Dean when the Cub gen- 
eral manager, James Gallagher, an- 
nounced Dean would remain with 
the team. That short remark succinct- 
ly summed up Dean's case. For the 
Cubs gave Dean a new contract as 
a coach, starting his pay Wednes- 
day, 
and will also give him the re- 


mainder of his reported $10,000 play- 
er contract at the end of the season.

Farm Parity Is 
Up to President 


Senate Passes 85% 
Bill, But Veto Is 
Feared by Some 


By the Associated Press 


WASHINGTON - The senate ap- 


proved, 75 to 2, Wednesday, a measure 
inlehded to put millions of dollars 
Into the pockets of farmers through 
government loans pegging the price 
of cotton, wheat, corn and possibly 
tobacco. 


The legislation, ordering loans nl, 85 


per cent of parity prices, goes to 
President Roosevelt. Some congress- 
ional lenders speculated on n pos- 
sible veto. • 


The legislation also covered tobacco 


and rice but Senator Bankhead (Dem., 
Ala.), floor manager, said only corn, 
wheat and cotton actually were In- 
volved because tobacco and rice grow- 
crs "arc now above parity prices.' 


Lntcr, Agriculture Department of- 


iclnls told reporters the question whe- 
hcr tobacco would be involved was 
•\ matter of conjecture. They said 
some types of tobacco from the 1940 
crop had sold at near parity prices, 
vhile other types averaged considcr- 
>b!y below. They emphasized

irices would have no bearing on the 
941 tobacco loan program. 
Whether the 85 per cent loan will 


be made on this crop, they said, Is 
n question which must await the open- 
ng of the tobacco markets late in the 
ummer and fall. "No one is nblc 
o say at this time what prices will 
c on the 1941 crop," the ysaid. 
A parity price, Bankhead cxplain- 
d, was one that would (rive a farm- 
r the same relative purchasing pow- 
r he hnd in the pre-war (1909-13) 
icriod.. 


Bankhead said the proposed new 


cans would be 13.49 cents a pound 
an cotton, 69.87 cents a bushel on 
orn and 96.22 cents a bushel on 
vhcat. This was considerably above 
:>ast loans, Bankhead continued, but 
narkot prices of these crops had been 
climbing recently.
